Planting  Time.  This  depends  a  great  deal  on  the  condition 
of  the  soil.  Never  plant  them  in  wet,  soggy  ground.  Usually 
the  last  week  in  May  conditions  for  Dahlias  are  favorable. 
If  soil  is  light  and  sandy,  plant  tubers  6  inches  below  sur¬ 
face.  If  heavy  cover  tubers  about  3  inches.  Lay  the  tuber  flat 
on  its  side  with  eye  or  sprout  up.  Work  the  soil  around  the 
plants  well.  Cultivating  twice  a  week  is  sufficient. 

Storage.  After  the  frost  has  killed  the  top  of  the  Dahlias 
cut  them  off  and  dig  them  out  with  a  fork.  Be  careful  not  to 
strain  the  neck  of  the  tubers.  Let  the  clumps  dry  in  the 
sun  for  3  or  4  hours  and  then  store  away  in  a  cool  place.
